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Constitution  and  Rules 


OF  THE 

AYR  AND  DISTRICT  SICK  NURSING  ASSOCIATION. 


1.  The  Committee  consist.s  of  17  Members — which  includes  Piesident,  Vice- 
President,  lion.  Treasurer,  and  Hon.  Secretary. 

2.  One  Member  of  Committee  takes  a general  superintendence  of  the  work 
of  the  Association  during  each  month,  and  the  Committee  meet  at  the  Nurses 
Home  once  a month  to  transact  the  ordinary  business,  ermine  the  accounts, 
hear  the  re|)orts  from  tlie  Lady  Visitor  and  Nurses,  &c. , &c. 

3.  The  Nurses  may  not  attend  infectious  cases  or  visit  in  any  house  in 
which  there  is  infectious  disease. 

4.  All  Doctors  are  asked  to  let  the  Nurses  know  when  they  have  a 
case  where  their  services  would  be  useful,  and  any  one  is  at  liberty  to  apply, 
through  one  of  the  Members  of  Committee,  on  behalf  of  any  case  believed  to 
be  suitable  for  the  attendance  of  the  Nurses,  and  it  will  be  given  after  proper 
enquiries  are  made. 

5.  In  the  case  of  applicants  not  recommended  by  anyone,  it  is  considered 
best  that  the  Nurse  for  that  district  should  see  the  case,  and  then  consult  with 
the  Superintendent  for  the  month. 

6.  Patients  suitable  for  the  Convalescent  Home  to  be  seen  by  the  Lady 
Superintendent  for  the  month,  so  that  all  particulars  regarding  the  case  may 
be  reported  to  the  following  meeting  of  Committee. 

7.  Care  to  be  taken  by  the  Nurses  that  relief  is  given  to  the  sick  alone — not 
to  those  who  are  only  needy. 

8.  As  several  of  the  Doctors  in  Ayr  have  intimated  their  willingness  to  be 
called  on  to  visit  any  of  the  patients  needing  more  than  ordinary  care,  the 
Nurses  can  of  themselves,  or  through  the  Lady  Superintendent  for  the  month, 
ask  any  of  these  gentlemen  to  give  their  services  when  required. 

9.  The  relief  given  by  the  Nurses  is  to  be  entirely  in  food  or  medicine  of 
a simple  kind,  not  in  money,  unless  that  be  given  to  a.ssist  special  cases,  in 
which  event  the  person  so  assisted  must  be  informed  that  that  kind  of  help 
does  not  come  from  the  Association,  but  from  a private  source. 

10.  All  money  and  comforts  given  to  the  Nurses  for  special  cases  to  be 
notilied  by  them  to  the  Committee,  who  are  quite  willing  that  line  w'ishes  of 
the  donors  should  be  carried  out.  These  special  sums  will  be  mentioned  in 
the  Annual  Report,  but  without  names  or  details. 

1 1.  All  the  work  of  the  Nurses  to  be  open  to  the  Committee. 

12.  The  Nurses  to  meet  with  the  Lady  Superintendent  of  the  month,  once 
or  twice  a week,  and  consider  all  the  new  cases. 

13-  It  is  not  considered  desirable  that  the  Lad)'  Superintendent  of  the  month 
should  give  any  money  while  visiting  along  with  the  Nurses.  It  is  enough  for 
her  to  sanction  relief  from  the  funds. 

14.  Any  one  asking  the  ser\  ices  of  the  Nurses  for  a patient,  must  do  so  in 
writing,  or  by  Idling  up  a printed  form  of  aiijilication.  Any  one  interested 
in  the  poor  can  h.ave  a few  of  these  forms  Irom  the  Secretary,  or  any  Member 
of  Committee. 

15-  Nurses,  on  receiving  an  application,  will  either  attend  to  it  as  soon 
as  possible  or  firing  it  before  the  monthly  Superintendent.  All  the  month’s 
applications  will  be  on  the  table  at  the  monthly  meeting. 

16.  The  Nurses  are  to  give  no  w'ine  or  spirits  of  any  kind. 

17-  The  Nurses  are  to  receive  two  months’  notice  from  the  Committee  and 
to  give  the  same.  Rut  the  Committee  reserve  the  right  to  terminate  an 
engagement  without  giving  any  notice,  on  payment  to  a Nurse  of  one  month’s 
salary.

REPORT. 


In  sending  out  this  Twenty-eighth  Annual  Report,  the  Committee 
have  little  to  relate  of  striking  interest,  as  the  work  has  gone  on 
steadily  with  ever-increasing  confidence  on  the  part  of  the 
people  of  Ayr  as  to  the  need  and  importance  of  District  Sick 
Nursing. 

The  Committee  have  to  make  known  to  friends  and  subscribers 
at  a distance,  a new  branch  of  work  that  has  evolved  itself — so 
it  seems  to  them — out  of  the  needs  of  the  community.  The 
services  of  the  Nurses  were  so  often  requested  by  the  doctors 
and  others  in  cases  of  emergency  that  the  Committee  felt  it  right 
to,  at  least,  give  a trial  of  the  addition  to  the  staff  of  a paid 
Nurse,  who  will  visit  in  the  homes  of  those  who  may  desire  such 
assistance,  at  a moderate  charge.  In  September  it  was  resolved 
to  begin  this  work,  and  Nurse  IVTKean  was  appointed.  She  had 
been  one  of  Miss  M ‘Alpine’s  regular  Nurses  before  coming  to  this 
Association  as  a District  Nurse,  so  is  well  qualified  for  the  duties 
required  in  better-class  homes.  Nurse  Carmichael  took  her  place, 
and  Nurse  Mary  M‘Kean  was  appointed  as  second  District  Nurse. 
A letter  addressed  to  the  Doctors  in  x\.yr  was  sent  out,  as  follows  :

Dear  Sir, — It  has  of  late  been  before  the  notice  of  the 
Committee  of  this  Association,  that  there  is  need  for  a trained 
Nurse  to  visit  in  homes  other  than  those  of  the  very  poor, 
so  it  has  been  arranged  to  set  free  Nurse  M‘Kean — who  has 
been  one  of  our  Nurses  for  the  past  4 years — for  this  work. 

Another  Nurse  for  District  Visiting  has  been  engaged. 
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'I'his  arrangement  will  be  on  trial  for  one  year,  beginning 
on  5th  September.  ^Ve  ask  your  kind  co-operation  in  this 
new  venture,  which  we  trust  will  prove  to  be  a useful  one. 

Enclosed  is  the  scale  of  charges  which  we  propose  to  make, 
and  which— in  the  event  of  your  requiring  the  services  of  the 
Nurse  for  any  of  your  patients — may  be  submitted  to  them.

'I'he  scale  of  charges  referred  to  in  above  letter  and  rules  are  as 
follows  : 

AYR  AND  DISTRICT  SICK  NURSINC  ASSOCI.YTION. 

1.  During  the  time  the  Nurse  is  attending  at  your  house,  an 
Account  will  be  rendered  for  payment  at  the  end  of  each  week. 

2.  The  minimum  charge  is  i/  per  visit,  or  5/ per  week  for  one 
visit  daily.  Attendance  at  operations  is  charged  extra. 

3.  The  money  is  to  be  paid  to  the  Nurse,  who  will  receipt 
the  Account  in  the  first  place,  and  a full  receipt  from  the  Hon. 
Treasurer  will  be  sent  monthly. 

4.  The  Nurse  is  not  available  for  night-nursing  or  for 
infectious  cases. 

5.  The  Nurse  is  not  permitted  to  receive  any  money  or  other 
gifts  from  patients  or  their  friends. 

The  demand  for  the  services  of  the  paid  Nurse  has  not,  as  yet,  been 
pressing,  but  the  Committee  are  assured  that  when  better  known 
about,  her  time  will  be  fully  occupied.  It  will  be  necessary  that  the 
fees  earned  should  be  equal  to  the  salary  of  the  extra  Nurse. 

The  Acting  Committee  has  been  increased,  Mrs.  Shairp,  2 1 
Wellington  Square,  and  Miss  Gillan,  18  Wellington  Square,  having 
kindly  consented  to  become  members.  The  members  of  Committee 
continue  to  visit  with  the  Nurses  in  turn,  and  so  know  and  report 
upon  the  cases  at  the  monthly  meetings.  Two  legacies  were 
received  by  the  Association  this  year — one  of  ^100,  bequeathed 
by  Provost  Kilpatrick,  and;;C5o  by  Mrs.  Boswell,  Sandgate  House.

During  the  year  the  Nurses  were  called  to  339  new  cases,  and  paid 
7873  visits.  Forty-five  patients  were  treated  at  the  Nurses’  Home; 
X patient  was  sent  to  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Glasgow;  i to  the 
Western  Infirmary;  i to  the  Victoria  Hospital;  2 to  the  Eye 
Infirmary ; i to  Ilroomhill  Home,  Kirkintilloch ; 40  were  sent  to 
Ochiltree  Convalescent  Home  ; 32  to  Ayr  County  Hospital ; and  44 
applicants  were  supplied  with  admission  lines.  There  were  72 
deaths.  The  number  of  patients  on  the  roll  on  17th  November, 
1901,  was  80,  and  on  17th  November,  1902,  47. 

I he  income  for  the  year  was  ^296  3s.  2d.,  and  the  expenditure, 
4S-  6d.,  an  excess  of  expenditure  over  the  year’s  income  of 
£26  IS.  4d.  The  total  balance — including  legacies — £l<)^  14s.  pd. 

The  sums  of  money  received  for  special  cases  amounted  to 
;^To  IIS.  lod.  These  sums  are  acknowledged  in  the  list  of  gifts 
published  monthly  in  the  newspapers,  and  are  not  included  in  the 
financial  statement.  The  patients  on  the  roll  received  the  usual 
Christmas  gifts  of  tea,  sugar,  and  clothing. 

'bhe  Committee  desire  to  record  their  thanks  for  a special  donation 
£'S  fxom  Mrs.  Baird,  President  of  the  Association,  to  purchase 
medical  appliances.  They  desire  to  thank  the  medical  men  in  the 
town  for  their  very  kind  services.  Their  thanks  are  also  due  for  the 
admission  of  their  patients  to  various  Homes  and  Hospitals ; to  the 
editors  of  the  local  newspapers  who  publish  gratis  the  monthly  list 
of  gifts  ; to  the  collectors  in  the  various  congregations  ; and  to  the 
auditor. 

There  now  follows  the  list  of  gifts  so  kindly  and  thoughtfully  con- 
tributed by  the  many  friends  of  this  work  carried  on  amongst  the 
sick  and  suffering.  As  always,  there  is  a constant  need  for  old 
linen,  so  much  is  required  for  daily  dressings  of  wounds  and  sdres. 
Old  muslin  curtains  are  also  exceedingly  useful  to  the  Nurses.
